Is designated, would bring death 
and destruction to the earth, Prof. 
E. B. Frost of Yerkes observatory 
declares. 
The expansion, or explosion, of 
the star, similar In type to the 
sun, was announced by Dr. Max 
Wolff, 
of 
Heidelberg 
university, 
and confirmed by photographs tak ­ 
en at Harvard university. 
“These actions,” Professor Frost 
said, “are believed to be due to 
sudden trigger-like release of in­ 
teratom ic energy, due very likely 
to the unbelievable heat of the 
Bun’s interiors. 
Tem peratures In­ 
side the stars vary from 500 to 
IOO million degrees Fahrenheit.** 
Illustrating energy contained in 
atom s and w hat could be accom­ 
plished if it could be released and 
utilized, the professor said a glass 
of w ater contained enough energy 
to send the M auretania across the 
Atlantic ocean and back. 
Or It 
would send all the automobiles in 
the country from Chicago to New 
York and return. 
“This energy, suddenly released, 
drives 
from 
the stars 
the 
en­ 
circling gaseous shells which reach 
the planets in the wake of shrivel­ 
ing heat,” Professor Frost said. 
“The stars are not destroyed by 
the expansions, the nucleus re ­ 
mains and in time acquires an­ 
other gaseous shell. 
“The heat from an explosion of 
the sun would reach the earth in 
about eight minutes and would be 
followed by the deadly gases In 
188 hours. 
Should the explosion 
be 1000 times the sun's present 
size, the heat would make life on 
the earth impossible anywhere but 
at the poles, and not long there. 
"Should the expansion be 80.000

IN DAILY MAIL

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 86 — In 
Governor 
Young’s private corre­ 
spondence file is a section label­ 
ed “Nut Letters.’’ Therein are plac­ 
ed the hundreds of wild and freak­ 
ish letters that find their way Into 
the executive’s mailbag. 
Out of approximately 4000 let­ 
ters he receives every month, some 
are bound to be from cranks. 
Threats, recipes, confessions, re ­ 
quests for loans, political tirades, 
prophecies, and “razzes" on exist­ 
ing laws are the subjects of only 
a few of the “nut” letters. 
Most 
of them, however, are from religi­ 
ous enthusiasts, patients at Insane 
hospitals, and chronic letter w rit­ 
ers. 


“I, Richard Edward Jay, king, 
soverign of England, have granted 
to the sovereign state of California 
a charter as the federal power of 
North America.” reads an import- 
ant-looklng document from Lon­ 
don. 
The w riter designates San 
Francisco as the “municipal city.” 
Los Angeles as the "national city,*' 
and Sacramento as tho “federal 
suburb.” 
A patient in a state Institution 
addresses the “state of authority," 
and charges "you got me into this 
hospital by saturating 
me with 
fixion.” 
Another inventive correspondent 
would solve the problem of de­ 
struction of life by floods by use 
of electrically-operated propellers, 
placed at strategic points in rivers, 
regulating the stream flow. 


Foreign 
language 
letters 
are 
turned over to the departm ent of 
education for translation. Threats, 
usually from cranks, go to the 
state bureau of criminal identifica­ 
tion. 
“I thank you, governor,” says a 
San Francisco man, "for having 
saved my life many times. Al­ 
though drunk, I remember the in­ 
cidents well.” 
"Please do something a t once to 
stop the sale of cats in Leningrad 
to make popular fur coats for wo­ 
men,’’ pleads one woman, appar­ 
ently of Russian birth. 
"They 
should be prosecuted to the full ex­ 
tent of the law. 


Chain letters of all kinds In­ 
variably find their w’ay to the 
“nut’’ file. 
The so-called "Flan­ 
ders" chain of good luck, urging 
the governor to copy the letter 
and send it to four persons inside 
of 24 hours, is a frequent visitor. 
Maps of buried treasure, secret 
formulas, religious documents of 
rare value, and weird pamphlets 
are among the queer mall received 
by the governor. 
One man would stop the grow­ 
ing death toll from automobiles by 
equipping every car with an auto­ 
matic speed control governor. 
But the correspondent who “takes 
the cake.” is the one who writes 
with an Indelible pencil, uses linen 
face towels and does his complain­ 
ing by the yard. 


Site Of College 
Given By Indians 


OMAHA, 
Aug. 
26.—Omaha In­ 
dians donated the land for the first 
college in Nebraska. 
In the treaty 
of 1854, a section of land wras re­ 
served, the government granting 
the patent and the legislature rec­ 
ognizing it. 
This was the tract at 
Bellevue on which for many years 
the Presbyterians had a flourishing 
college and where the Blackbird 
Hills 
Presbyterian 
Mission 
now 
stands. 
It was to this place th at Francis 
Burt, the first governor of Ne­ 
braska, went, and after l l days 
died. 
The site was greatly desir­ 
ed by politicians for the site of the 
state capitol and they offered the 
board of missions 825,000 for It, 
but the offer was turned down. One 
of the outstanding figures of that 
period was Rev. William Hammil- 
ton, who began his life with the 
Omahas, then called the Mahas, in 
1853, and lived with them until his 
death. 


GO TO CHURCH 


SARDINIA, Aug. 26.—In the S ar­ 
dinian 
village of Aggtus, lying 
am idst mountains of granite, the 
ancient custom of swearing peace 
has changed the district from one 
of bloodshed into a 
law-abiding, 
god-fearing stretch of country. 
On a Sunday, a t sunset, the ring­ 
ing of church bells called the peo­ 
ple of the countryside to a 
cere­ 
mony far more solemn than 
any 
th at haa taken place for years. 
A cycle of tragic events, 
death 
and desolation, could only be ended 
by the death of participants in the 
vendetta or by the rite of pacifica­ 
tion. The feud began 
four 
years 
ago. 
At sunset, In Arbitru, a 
sheep- 
owner, Malu Qulrlco, was 
struck 
down by a scythe. He died before he 
could reveal the name of his assas­ 
sin. Some months 
after 
another 
man, Clement Fara was shot down. 
The families swore vendetta, but the 
bishop of Temple intervened. 
He 
called his flock to church. Down the 
aisle, in double file, stood 30 men, 
heads of families enemies on 
one 
side, and the others opposite. 
After the bishop had preached on 
peace and good will he 
began 
a 
ceremony 
of 
pacification. 
W ith 
cross In hand he approached 
the 
side of the aisle, where the “enem­ 
ies’* stood. He asked each man the 
same question, whether they were 
ready to make peace w ith 
their 
enemies. 
They all said "Yes” and the bis­ 
hop added: "Kiss first the 
cross 
and then your enemies.” 
As 
the 
peacemakers retired, one by one, the 
two rows of men embraced, sealing 
their pact with a kiss 
on 
both 
cheeks. So at last there is peace in 
Aggius.

Instructions regarding the pro­ 
cedure to be followed in taking the 
registration were received today by 
R. P. Mitchell, county superinten­ 
dent of schools. These instructions 
were accompanied by forms pre­ 
scribed by the superintendent of 
public instruction for use 
in 
the 
registration as required under Sec­ 
tion 1610a of tbe Political Code. 
to be taken during the week of 
October J to 8. 1927. 
According to the instructions, the 
registration 
of 
minors 
m ust 
be 
taken by each elem entary school 
district which does 
not 
keep 
a 
continuous or yearly registration 
of all minors under the age of 18 
years residing within the district. 
All minors residing in the district 
who have not yet 
reached 
their 
eighteenth birthday m ust be reg­ 
istered. 
Registrars and deputy registrars 
must be appointed on 
or 
before 
September 15 and the registration 
must be completed within the first 
week 
of 
October. 
Local 
school 
boards are authorized to 
fix 
the 
salary 
of 
registrars 
and 
their 
deputies, not exceeding 130 for the 
first statuary tacher and $10 for 
each additional teacher allowed the 
elementary school district. 
The blank forms

the state departm ent of health call 
for the following Information In 
the case of each minor under the 
age of IS years:

The trip was made in a H ud­ 
son sedan and Gerrard stated that 
he Was well pleased with the re­ 
sult of 13.6 miles per gallon which 
the car averaged on the trip. Only 
25 miles of poor roads were en­ 
countered by the party, which re­ 
turned last Friday.

Many times there ere 
no trees above water, poles are 
washed out as was the case in 
the April rains, then the wires 
ar# strung under the water. 
For 
this a special rubber covered wire. 
called "Duplex” is used. 
During times of stress a "trou­ 
bleshooter" has no specified hours 
of work. 
He merely works until 
the lines are fixed. 
During the 
spring rains one Santa Ana crew 
worked from the middle of the 
afternoon, through the night, all 
through the next 
day and 
well 
into the next night without ceas­ 
ing. 
Their clothes were sodden 
with rain and clung clamily to 
their drenched skins. They worked 
on. thinking nothing 
of 
it 
and 
only diplomatic digging can drag 
from them, these facts, that seem 
to them, common place in the ex­ 
treme. 
It is surprising to the layman, 
that trouble on a telephone line 
can be accurately located in the 
main 
office 
and 
the 
"trouble­ 
shooter” sent to almost the very 
pole to be made serviceable again. 
The test board in Santa Ana is 
in charge of Floyd Knight and 
should Mr. Knight, quite unavoid­ 
ably, give a "trouble shooter” the 
wrong pole, It would be said that 
this was a "bum test.” 
Odd as it may seem, telephone 
poles are not the unindJviduallstlc 
things they are usually supposed 
to be. 
All of the poles in the 
first mile from a given point are 
called by the family name of "O” 
poles. 
The first pole in this mile 
will be known as OI. 
The next 
mile of poles will have the family 
name of "I” and will be num ­ 
bered 
1-1, 1-2 and so on up to 
I -135. So 
it is on no vague di­ 
rection such as "the fourth pole 
beyond the Hank Jones corner,” 
that 
the 
"troubleshooter” 
seeks 
and finds trouble. 
While it is true that in general 
telephone poles are set 135 to the 
mil* 
there are localities 
where 
more 
are 
needed. At 
Sulphur 
Slide 
the poles are set closer to­ 
gether to offset the wind strain 
at this point. 
Winds Damage 
The 
dry 
desert 
winds 
often 
make the "troubleshooter” as much 
trouble as does a deluge. 
An in­ 
frequent 
earthquake 
messes 
the 
lines up considerably, it is said. 
The cable 
“troubleshooter” 
in 
Santa Ana is C. E. Halleck He has 
the complicated 
task of finding 
the troubles in the cables. 
The 
wire chief Is H. C. Sampson. 
Telephone men have a phrase­ 
ology 
distinctively 
their 
own. 
Everything done by a construc­ 
tion crew is done according to 
"spec,” 
that 
is, 
specification. 
"Stringing” the wire is done by 
the "hiker" or lineman with the 
“grunt” working below him. 
The 
“grunt" occupies the earn® posi­ 
tion in a telephone crew th at a 
printer’s devil does in a printing 
office. 
Many years 
ago "boomers,” a 
sort of a tram p-prJnter of tele­ 
phone work, came and went on 
construction work. 
Now, like the 
tram p 
printer, 
they 
are 
seldom 
seen. 
The insulators at which thought­ 
less folks sometime take a pot 
shot, are called "glass.” 
A pole 
is not alike on both sides but 
has a curve, called in telephone 
parlance, 
"belly." 
The curve is 
set facing the line. 
The eight- 
foot shovel used for digging is 
called a "spoon.” 
A dummy pole 
is called a "dead m an” and the 
sharp steel points the men use 
in climbing are called "hooka.” 
W’hen Jupiter Pluvius starts his 
wet work this fall and the rain 
taps with insistent fingers on the 
dripping windowpanes, your tele­ 
phone bell will tinkle and a voice

declared.

medium grade blankets for which

good demand. 
The 
plant capacity. It was learned, Is 
60,000 pairs, or 120.000 singles, a 
year, which production can be In 
creased to meet requirements. The 
payroll will range from $70,000 to

Aug. 26—Kerrymen are up In arms 
because th* most ancient of their 
monuments, the Ogham atones, are 
being removed one by one to Brit­ 
ish museums. They likewise pro­

because the 
few remaining 
historic stones are being used in 
Ireland aa gateposts and hearth­ 
stones. 
Ogham was a manner of writing 
on stone and wood used by the an­ 
cient Irish. 
It Is somewhat like 
some 
of 
the 
modern 
shorthand 
characters, consisting of straight 
or alantlng lines to represent the 
vowels. 
One 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
kinds of Ogham writing have been 
used. 
The Ogham stones are usually 
tombstones giving the names of 
the chieftain or clergyman burled 
beneath. Because of frequent clan 
conflicts the names of clans often 
are defaced. Some Ogham stones 
are not Inscribed, and were mere­ 
ly landmarks to show the bound­ 
aries of clan lands, or to record 
battles, such as the Gates of Glory 
pillars near Ventry.

BOOTLEGGERS 


HARRISBURG, Pe., Aug. 
26— 
Pennsylvania’s bootlegger* are will­ 
ing to Join with stat# and federal 
agricultural agents in their war on 
the Japanese beetle. 
The beetle, which has made its 
presence felt in southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania to such an extent that 
the federal and state governments 
have Joined forces in laying down 
an embargo en fruit and produce 
In the stricken area, have proved 
as much an enemy of the bootleg­ 
gers as It has to the farmers. 
As soon as the embargo on the 
beetle went Into effect the state 
sent out a small army of Inspect­ 
ors, or "bettle cops," to patrol the 
highways and 
inapect 
shipments 
of garden stuffs by truck. Each 
truckload must be thoroughly in­ 
spected and certified as free of 
beetles before it may be trans­ 
ported. 
This proved to be a staggering 
blow to bootleggers, who heretofore 
had 
passed unmolested over the 
highways with their truckloads of 
liquor In many instances camou­ 
flaged under garden produce. Now 
the "beetle cops” stop them all, 
and there Is small chance of hiding 
a case of whiskey under a load of 
cabbages or potatoes. 
Rum lines running Into Phila­ 
delphia and headed northward to­ 
ward Scranton, W ilkes-Barre and 
other points In the anthracite coal 
region were particularly hard hit 
by the embargo. 
The “beetle cops" are proving 
to be a welcome reinforcement to 
the state's highway patrolmen and 
state 
troopers 
in 
apprehending 
bootleggers. Although the “beetle 
cops” cannot make arrest* they 
can 
report 
shipments 
of 
liquor 
to the nearest state police bar­ 
racks. 
Bootleggers are hoping that the 
authorities succeed in exterminat­ 
ing the beetles in a hurry, so that 
tbs rum lines can coneinue behind 
their camouflage of garden produce 
shipments.

Advertising California products, especially wal­ 
nuts and valencia oranges, for the purpose of in­ 
creasing consumption and extending markets, is no 
experiment. 
It is thoroughly scientific in theory and 
has been demonstrated to be adequately and prof­ 
itably effective. 
Most California products—and again especially 
walnuts and valencia oranges—are of such superior 
quality and of such comparatively limited produc­ 
tion, that the market for them is practically unlim­ 
ited. 
All that is necessary to insure prompt sale at 
good prices is to keep the demand ahead of the 
supply by increasing per capita consumption and 
extending the market.

these other tragedies. 
Ths automobile as a splen­ 
did machine has been brought to a fine stage of 
perfection. It rarely gones wrong. It is the human 
element Involved that is the danger. 
Too great 
speed, carelessness, recklessness, drunken drivers— 
these are among the chief causes of the week-end 
toll. 
W ith so many on the roads there Is also the 
element of chance, of probabilities, which can hard­ 
ly be guarded against. 
That ths government may decide to supervise fly­ 
ing and so to throw around it all the protection 
possible particularly on the experimental or pioneer 
stage of trans-oceanic flights is to be hoped. The 
nation has been profoundly stirred by recent sacri­ 
fices of life. 
The plane for trans-continental flying 
has proved itself safe enough. We have almost for­ 
gotten the air mail service as a hazardous thing. 
The planes go over day by day and the convenience 
of this modern way of lending wings to letters is 
most talked about. 
The rest is accepted as a com­ 
monplace. These aviators have 
learned 
to 
meet 
most of the dangers of the air. 
But flying above the ocean has its own particular 
air problems and hazards. 
For that reason It is 
folly for men to start w ithout the best in planes, 
motors and equipment.

The American home continues to come in for much discussion 
at meetings of welfare and civic bodies and it is a favorite topic 
of writers and Speake. !. 
Much of the discussion is a mere waste 
of time where it consists of laments that the home life of former 
generations is gone or going. 
It is but natural that home life 
should change, as practically everything else has changed, with the 
different conditions that come through the wide use of the motor 
car and an increase of attractions, many of them wholesome, out­ 
side the home. 
There also has been a release from much of the 
drudgery of home life through the use of labor-saving devices that 
have given housewives and mothers an opportunity to get out in the 
world for recreation, employment or participation in civic affairs. 
It was notable that the General Federation of Women's Clubs 
at Atlanta City recently gave considerable attention to the latter 
phase of the condition. 
It was brought out that this organiza­ 
tion has been conducting an extensive survey to determine how 
widely modern conveniences have been introduced into homes, and 
that so far the findings have indicated a great freedom of women 
in connection with family life. 
The freedom may be misused, of 
course, and women may, because of the new condition, neglect 
the home and children as men, for other reasons, frequently have 
in, the past. 
But this change, and other changes that have come, 
are not, in themselves, bad. 
They do mean that the home as it 
once existed is becoming increasingly an impossibility. 
That fact 
might as well be recognized. 
It can be turned to good account, 
and should be. 
The principal obligation today, as speakers at the National 
Conference of Social Workers explained at the Cleveland meeting, 
is for parents to realize their responsibilities in the rearing of chil­ 
dren and the maintaining of wholesome home life have not dimin­ 
ished in any particular. 
Evasion and excuses cannot be based on 
the changed conditions outside the home, or in it. 
These alter in 
no way the requirement that children look to fathers and mothers 
for sane counsel and the friendliest companionship.

According to a newt report, the present Santa Ana 
Board of Education is quite certain to adopt a reso­ 
lution in favor of giving the news to the public. 
The members of the board, we are informed, believe 
that a better understanding of school matters can 
be secured through following a policy of ’’nothing 
to hide” rather than through a policy of “keep this 
under your hat until it’s done.” 
Surely, the public has a right to know what is 
going on in relation to the business of the schools. 
A school board, a city council or a board of super­ 
visors is a representative of the people. 
The mem­ 
ber of any such board is not sitting upon a private 
project, but upon a public matter. 
The money in­ 
volved comes from the taxpayers, the welfare con­ 
cerned is welfare of every person within the boun­ 
daries of the school district, city or county over 
which the governing body exerts control. 
It has been the experience of newspapers every­ 
where that occasionally a situation arises involving 
the public welfare in which a degree of secrecy 
may prove of inestimable benefit to the public. 
It 
is The Register’s belief, founded on long years of 
experience with many kinds of public officials and 
scores of governing bodies, that those situations are 
rare indeed. 
Any public board desiring to accomp­ 
lish an end, as a rule, will get the things done it 
wants done with greater satisfaction to the board 
and to the public by letting the public in on the 
plan at the earliest possible moment. 
We have known of bond issues going to defeat in 
Santa Ana for no other reason than that the people 
of the city did not have time to adjust their ideas 
to the proposals involved. 
Decisions in star chamber sessions, no matter how 
honestly those decisions are reached, have an un­ 
savory flavor. 
These days, the public has a dis­ 
tinct and abiding prejudice against star chamber 
sessions. 
And why shouldn’t the public be informed in de­ 
tail concerning any of the public matters coming 
before a public board? 
If the public is informed concerning what is going 
on, the ultimate 
responsibility for conditions rests 
with the public. 
So far as the public official him­ 
self is concerned, he ought to be willing to meet 
the public at every turn of public business. 
If he 
cannot justify his acts; if he does things that cannot 
stand the light of publicity, he is in the wrong 
place.

Almost everyone who specializes In the study 
cf speech defects now agrees th at the psychological 
difficulty is probably prim arily responsible in most 
instances. 
The individual 
stam m erer, 
therefore, 
is 
now 
studied as to any underlying constitutional tendency 
to nervousness. His home conditions, and the m an­ 
ner of his reaction to them ar* investigated. 
The 
stamm erer’s general health is acertained, as well as 
his general intelligence and education. 
The number 
of years during which he has suffered is taken into 
consideration. 
The longer the duration of the complaint, the more 
difficult to provide adequate relief. 
The child who 
begins to stammer early 
In 
life because 
of some 
state of fear, depression or struggle, and who is not 
relieved before the sixteenth year, is likely to con­ 
stitute a much more difficult case than the stam ­ 
mering child who Is treated early. 
Many parents 
comfort themselves w ith the notion th at the child 
will outgrow the complaint. 
Sometimes 
It 
does 
through Its own efforts, but these efforts constitute 
an enormous strain on the nervous system and de­ 
prive the child of the assistance It should rightly 
have. 
Practically all specialist* are now agreed th at the 
attem pt to cure stam m ering In institutions in which 
treatm ent follows a definite routine for all, includ­ 
ing speech exercises, gym nastic training, rest, and 
similar methods are not as satisfactory it* those In 
which each patient is studied as an individual case. 
The routine methods have value when it is found 
that the difficulty is largely one of training. 
Un­ 
fortunately, however, these cases constitute a very 
small minority. 
Most instances represent psycholog­ 
ical problems that can be unraveled only with long 
and patient Investigation, Including the fullest co­ 
operation of the person and of his family. W hen the 
roason for the speech block is determined and re­ 
leased. the routine system s of speech Instruction 
may be more helpful.
